It appeared likely- that the con- 
vention would debate a. resolution 
opposing the proposed transfer of 
control of the camps 'from the war 
department to the forestry division 
of the interior department. 


A number of Legion leaders be- 


lieve the rule of army officers over 
the forest campers is an important

Although

riculum of the CCC men, nor is it 
Intended or sanctioned by President 
Roosevelt, the army officials are 
able to instill a psychology suitable 
lor future defense measures, ac- 
cording to these Legionnaires.

Yesterday, General Johnson said farewell to his associate 


in the N. R. A. in a notable meeting at Washington. _

Little light on the causes that led to the resignation is shed 


by the general's letter of resignation or the president's accept 
ance reply. 


None will deny that the general worked hard at his task 


and that in organizing and getting NRA into operation he per 
formed a difficult job. How well he performed his duties as ad 
ministrator is and will remain a subject of conflicting views. He 
incurred much criticism, some of which, wfr think, was justified 


He came into the national recovery picture as a "hard 


boiled guy" and he, apparently, attempted to live up to this 
characterization. 
Although in a position that made him an es 


peciatly bright target, he resented criticism, even the kind in 
tended to be. helpful and constructive. He neither sought nor

Exercise of a little more 
tact on his part though, might have not only given him higher 
popular standing but had a similar effect upon NRA.- 


More important than his record or his resignation is the 


future of NRA, in its organization and functioning. 
A reorgan- 


ization is now under way. 
It is indicated this will be less dic- 


tatorial than the present setup, which may indicate that industry 
Itself rather than a "hard-boiled, guy" will be the directing in- 
fluence. 


There should be in General Johnson's experience many 


valuable lessons for the administration in its recovery efforts.

Paul Ludwig Hans

Benechendorf und von Hindenburg 
now was commander of the German 
IX army, in the south of his native 
Poland. The antagonist whose over- 
whelming defeat at Tannenberg had 
made Hlndenburg a national hero, 
was dead. After that debacle, Alex- 
ander Samsonov, 55, went into a 
wood and shot himself.

Foch was assistant to the Command- 
er-in-chief, Joffre, with the task of 
coordinating the movements of the 
various French armies in the north 
with those of the British and Bel- 
gian forces.

mand, their allies.

Antwerp, the first battle of Arras 
was raging. First, the French

presented a lengthy reply to the let-

28th, 
relative to my refusal to approve 
payment of certain bills covering 
purchases which were not made -by 
an employee or officer of the City, 
and which were not covered by a 
City requisition, and which were 
not used by the City of New Castle, 
I desire to make myself clear to this 
Council and any other who might 
be interested. 


As has been previously stated I 


have always been in sympathy with 
the payment of these bills, which 
cover materials used for a good 
cause, as a "moral obligation" but 
was never in favor oi paying same 
as a legal obligation. 


My reason for taking this stand Is 
that I do not deem It wise and in 
the best Interest of the tax-payers 
to allow it to become easy for per- 
sons, whether in the employ of the 
City or not, to purchase anything 
without a City requisition, especially 
materials which are not to be used 
by the City. Surely this Council can 
realize what such a practice might 
lead to in the future. 
The tax-payers of our city have 


employed a Purchasing Agent to 
handle the business of buying for 
the City and have enacted Ordin- 
ance No. 2033, Council Bill, No. 21, 
under date of Feb. 18th, 1914, setting 
forth the manner in which all pur- 
chasing ihould be done. It the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance are ad- 
hered to there will be none of this 
so-called "friction," at least with 
reference to city purchasing.

out of town. Tonight happens to be 
one. But we know he is here in spirit, 
for he's worked hard in the prepara- 
tion of the campaign machinery."

cause about 9'0 percent of all funds 
spent on roads goes toward pay- 
ment of wages whereas surveys have 
indicated that only about 85 per- 
cent of money spent on relief actu- 
ally gets to the unemployed... Di- 
version ofvroad funds to relief will 
merely aggravate unemployment in 
the future, the Motor club states.

laid down by their president, Wil- 
liam Green, and worked on resolu- 
tions In line with their Ideas of end- 
ing unemployment, battling 
com- 


munism and fascism and forcing al- 
leged unfair employers to observe 
NRA code provisions. 


The rank and file men were pre- 


pared to ask the convention to cast 
its vote for a 24-hour nationwide 
general strike in the interest of un- 
employment insurance when Con- 
gress convenes, and to favor several 
other startling proposals. 
Green Is Irate 


In the meantime Green continued 
Irate at the manufacturers' associa- 
tion, which "challenged" organized 
labor yesterday to accept President 
Roosevelt's plan for a "truce on in- 
dustrial -warfare," according to dis- 
patches from New York. 
He called the association's stand 


"pure subterfuge" and added that 
"until such time as the association 
-displays its willingness to comply 
with the rulings of the constituted 
authorities set up under the NRA, 
which rulings It has defied, no one 
Iwill pay any heed to its challenges 
or proposals." 
Green, In his keynote address to 


the convention previous to the "chal- 
lenge," accused the manufacturers' 
association of advising its members 
to disregard NRA provisions, espec- 
ially those giving labor'the right to 
organize and to bargain collectively.

1 ifty-forth annual American Federa- 
tion or Labor convention, already 
whipped to a. militant mood, went 
into its second session here today 
with the more conservative officers 
throwing up bulwarks against 
a 


threatened attempt to stampede the 
delegates all the way to the "left." 


The threat came from the "rank 


and file," a "left wing" organization 
composed partly of A. F. O. L. mem- 
bers, as the 400 federation delegates 
girded for limber battle with the 
national association of manufactur- 
ers, considerec- the fighting platform 
laid down by their president, Wil- 
liam Green, and worked on resolu- 
tions in line with their ideas of end- 
ing unemployment, battling com- 
munism and fascism and forcing al- 
leged unfair employers to observe 
NRA code provisions. 


The rank and file men were pre- 


pared to ask the convention to cast 
its vote for a 24-hour nationwide 
general strike In the interest of tin- 
employment insurance when Con- 
gress convenes, and to favor several 
other startling proposals. 


Green Is Irate 


In the meantime Green continued 
Irate at the manufacturers' associa- 
tion, which "challenged" organized 
labor yesterduy to accept President 
Roosevelt's plan for a "truce on in- 
dustrial warfare," according to dis- 
patches from New York. 


He called the association's stand 
"pure subterfuge" and added that 
"until such time as the association 


• displays its -willingness to comply 
with the rulings of the constituted 
.authorities set up under the NRA, 
which rulings it has defied, no one 
'will pay any heed to its challenges 
or proposals." 


Green, in his keynote address to 
the convention previous to the "chal- 
lenge," accused the manufacturers' 
association of advising its members 
to disregard NRA provisions, espec- 
ially those giving labor'the right to 
organize and to bargain collectively.
